the past study and evaluation the 
student complete personality was 
extremely informal. there was any 
preservation data regarding student’s 
personality, his social aptitudes and 
problems, was filed nowhere but the 
memory his teachers. But today even 
these unmeasurable characteristics are not 
left haphazard lump judgment based 
uncertainly memories, recent and re- 
mote. Many modern educators believe that 
the cumulative record invaluable step 
toward accurate appraisal the stu- 
that they are right. 

But evaluate the cumulative record 
adequately and place its proper 
educational setting, the school guidance 
officer and the staff with which works 
should know why they have the cumulative 
record and what supposed for 
them. And more than that, they might 
well also know the reasons they not 
have for their record keeping. 

These latter shall brush away first. 
The cumulative record with its compre- 
hensive statistical, descriptive, and anec- 
dotal data certainly not maintained for 
its own sake. The very suggestion, 
course, sounds like something less than 
reasonable, but does not entirely trans- 
cend the realm possibility that the 
cumulative record actually kept simply 
because gives efficiency luster the 
school’s staff. Or, more direct, 
cumulative record ought not kept 
merely because looks good and creates 
impression with the public general 
and accrediting agencies particular. 

Nor should the educator particularly 
interested the cumulative record because 
enables him “to keep his fingers the 
student.” Even though can decided 
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aid toward enlightened disciplinary 
policy, yet the primary purpose the 
cumulative record not discipline. view 
this tool chiefly basis for correction 
betrays negative rather than positive 
approach the formation personality. 
Although serious breaches discipline will 
ordinarily find their way into the student’s 
personal record, they are means the 
main reason for it. What, then, are the 
reasons? 


The Wholeness

And 
since there are many different kinds and 
shades reality physical, intellectual, 
moral, spiritual—in each human person, 
the cumulative record must provide each 
type information. teachers and pro- 
fessors were endowed with memories that 
retained all significant data each stu- 
dent, there would less need for recording 
that data, but long our memories are 
not devoid sieve-like characteristics 
will have make record what 
noteworthy each student’s behavior. 

Because the cumulative record contains 
this variegated information, serves 
integrating purpose the treatment the 
student. would exceptionally easy 
for the teacher handle the student 
were merely intellectual jug into 
much knowledge possible. While 
want pour knowledge though not into 
jug must remember that that oper- 
ation only one part the school’s job. 
Here the cumulative record especially 
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tered, and often consulted, can 
hardly fail shake the user into 
realization that his students are complex 
and whole beings, not mere minds. this 
record the teacher sees 
national and family background, his physi- 
cal and intellectual capacities, his church 
affiliation and educational experience, his 
inferiority complex leadership traits, his 
vocational aptitudes The 
teacher sees black and white that has 
preciously delicate and extremely com- 
plex person form and not mere jug 
And that kind view can hardly 
fail produce more beneficial teaching 
approaches and results. 


Individual Differences 


But there are other reasons, and good 
ones, too, for “accumulating record.” 
Scarcely anything more evident the 
classroom teacher than that the pupils 
fore her differ widely and profoundly one 
from the other. Not only they come 
all sorts shapes, sizes, and shades 
color, but they are endowed with extremely 
differentiated backgrounds, intellectual ca- 
pacities, and personality characteristics 
well. Because the cumulative record 
efficient tool working out educational 
problems connected with individual differ- 
ences, the effective school cannot dispense 
with it. True enough, the cumulative 
record does not solve those problems, but 
does help set them out bold relief 
see problem clearly black 
and white half its solution. 


Stimulates Observation 


The next reason worthy considera- 
tion even though may styled 
indirect one.

pupil’s momentary fit anger selfish 
refusal share book will, the other 
hand, noticed guidance conscious 
teacher and will, she judges the occur- 
rence significant, noted her the 
anecdotal section the cumulative record. 
Sometimes even less striking traits should 
noticed and find their way into the 
student’s record. Such would be, for exam- 
ple, tendency depression moodiness, 
persistent cough, sense bewilderment. 
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Locating Maladjustment 

well-kept cumulative record can 
great help the diagnosis and treatmcnt 
These, arising they often do, from 
number small and/or hidden causes, can 
understood fully only when the student 
known his many-sided traits and 
capacities. Especially because large schools 
are becoming common today, many 
teachers are absolutely unable know 
these manifold characteristics each pupil 
unless some sort efficient and complete 
record them maintained.

For Next Teacher 

Much valuable time that could used 
profitably working with and forming 
the student lost each September during 
the first weeks the semester while 
teacher her new charges.

This same problem strikes home even 
more patently the transfer teachers 
from one school another. While the 
teacher working the same school may 
have some background with which pro- 
ceed (neighborhood attitudes and customs, 
family characteristics, etc.) when she en- 
counters new class the fall, the newly 
transferred teacher begins with 
ground tabula rasa. perfectly true that 
even here the cumulative record not 
going panacea matter how 
kept, can immeasurable help 
furnishing the new teacher with 
proximation each her charges.

Such interpretation, 
course, would not correspond the per- 
fectibility human nature and would itself 
error. Finally, the objection sup- 
poses that the judgments expressed 
cumulative record are accepted staff 
members infallibly correct. While there 
may danger that individual teachers 
isolated cases might unconsciously ac- 
cept uncritically the judgments found 
student’s record, one could hardly style the 
fault widespread.

These 
few facts cannot overemphasized, for 
there is, today, sufficient proof show 
that little difficulty involved develop- 
ing right-handed skills precautions have 
been taken form proper attitudes 
oreviously.

The first group consists activities 
and games which strengthen the large 
muscles the arm and hand. Large, gross 
movements are used. The following are 
examples this type exercise. 

Lasso the Pony: Right arm raised 
over head holding rope. The rope 
swung circular motion. The left hand 
rests the hip. 

Orchestra Director: Left hand hip. 
Right hand raised, holding baton (or 
rhythm stick). Vertical movement used. 
This exercise lends itself well music. 

Sawing Carpenter: Extend left 
arm. With right arm saw 
“wood.” This may also done music. 

Washing Windows Painting Fence: 
Left hand reposes hip. Right hand 
moves and down, dramatizing either 
activity. 

Grandfather Clock: Left hand hip. 
Right arm swung back and forth 
large movements while saying, 
tock.” 

Hammering Nails: Hammer nails into 
piece wood (real imaginary). Left 
hand holds wood, right hand hammers. 

Birds Flying: Both arms move obliquely 
and down imitation birds flying.

mimetics and finger plays, the purpose 
which develop the wrist and fingers’ 
muscles for finer co-ordinations.

The third group includes games 
which there are movements for developing 
both the large and small muscles, com- 
bined.

Magic Penny: With the left hand resting 
the hip, the right hand makes fist and 
quickly opens and closes, each time dis- 
playing “magic penny.” All the muscles 
the arm and hand are brought into 
action here. 

Squeezing Clay: Each child takes piece 
clay and works his right hand, 
trying make “nice round ball.”

and round.” 

Heavy Suitcase: Children pretend they 
are going trip. They try pick 
heavy suitcase picking with the 
right hand. Again, all the right arm and 
shoulder muscles come into action.

developed, but also many arm and shoul- 
der muscles are brought into action. Too 
much emphasis cannot placed this 
point, that the left hand and arm are kept 
inactive possible throughout the per- 
formance these activities.

Inherited 

For some years parents have been fear- 
ful making this change handedness, 
first, because they have seen the past, 
children who have developed psychological 
emotional upsets, nervousness, even 
stuttering.

This 
the reason why learning them requires from 
the child such effort, the very same kind 
effort will asked furnish 
throughout the whole course his studies. 
think it, most what are 
teaching consists techniques, either 
scientific linguistic, whose practical use- 
fulness, supposing exists, the young stu- 
dent cannot see. Since cannot see it, 
the effort required for the mastering 
such techniques made doubly hard, be- 
cause his mind has justification. 

This precisely the point which 
the teacher not only has part perform 
but becomes necessity. should not 
imagine that school children know nothing 
more than what they are taught schools. 
fact what teach them but 
infinitesimal part their knowledge, but 
precisely made what, without 
us, they would never learn. wonder 
then that the good old days teachers 
were commonly called masters. Where 
suasion far the best thing do, 
when can done; otherwise there 
other recourse than authority, unless, 
course, renounce obtaining 


the role the school teach the 
pupils things which they would otherwise 
not learn, then certainly the “three R’s” 
are the first and most basic steps the 
acquisition knowledge.

Since neither possible nor desirable 
teach any one branch science sys-

Science and Integration 

Some knowledge science its meth- 
ods and achievements absolutely neces- 
sary the child for the understanding 
his relation the physical universe, espe- 
cially for the fundamentally Christian idea 
that was made for man and that man 
equipped God with the power under- 
stand, admire, and use it. Science can 
increase the child’s appreciation the 
intelligence God and the order the 
universe way that other subject 
can. The study science forms basis 
understanding what know, and 
for making very clear the difference be- 
experimental knowledge, philosophi- 
cal speculation, and reasoning; and know- 
ing faith, resting authority, either 
human divine. 

Elementary school children cannot un- 
derstand all the aspects relationships 
such the conversion matter energy, 
pendence living creatures, much less 
‘he relations man God, his fellow 
men, and inanimate creation; but they 
vill least aware that such relation- 
ships exist, and that many them are

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discoverable, and even that have differ- 
ent kinds certainty about them. 

Catholic elementary schools there 
also the important aim teaching reli- 
gion. Catholic elementary 
doubtless agree that the teaching reli- 
gion much more than insuring the rote 
learning Christian doctrine. essen- 
tial that children learn the teachings 
the catechism, but the aim in- 
corporate these teachings into Christian 
philosophy life, and regulate one’s 
actions accordingly. One often hears 
deplored that some children have spent 
eight years Catholic school, and yet 
their religion appears mean very little 
them. Now easy for the passions 
youth and the lure material advan- 
tages cloud judgment and push the 
truths faith into the background, but 
possible that there may another 
difficulty. pupil goes from Catholic 
elementary school where understanding 
science has been imparted, public 
high school where science textbooks and 
teachers may indirectly give the impression 
that all natural phenomena can ex- 
plained formal causes inherent the 
nature matter, and that therefore God 
unnecessary explain the organization 
the material universe, including man, the 
temptation think that one’s ele- 
mentary education has simply substituted 
piety for more accurate understanding 
life, and that the philosophy life 
one accepted faith obsolete. 
difficult overestimate the confidence 
given the thoughtful student high 
school college the conviction that 
his former teachers understood the aims, 
achievements, and possibilities all these 
special sciences, but had addition 
intelligent basis for their acceptance 
Christian doctrine. 


“Catholic” Textbook for Science 

These last considerations bring 
the question whether there any need for 
“Catholic” textbook for science. There 
such thing “Catholic science” any 
more than there “Catholic history” 
“Catholic geography.” Nor does the Chris- 
tian philosophy man have any special 
contribution make the understanding 
isolated details physical natural 
science. good science book, which con- 
fined itself the observation and logical 
analysis physical phenomena, would aid 
the child the understanding the water 
cycle photosynthesis. The difficulty 
that practically impossible find 
science textbooks which are “pure” the 
sense not having, along with science, 
their authors’ philosophy science. Many 


science textbooks are materialistic prag- 
matistic tone because the outlook 
the authors. The limitation even 
science textbook would its fail- 
ure help the child understand science 
itself and its place the total scheme 
human knowledge. Professor Gilson 
puts succinctly: “Even science 
could account for the whole world, what 
would account for 

Are such considerations too advanced for 
the elementary school child? The writer 
has just completed the teachers’ manuals 
for series science which aims 
synthesis good science teaching 
and sound religious and philosophical prin- 
ciples, such simple and direct manner 
that children may readily follow and assent 
great truths. Such textbooks offer 
firm steppingstone toward the solution 
problem which our Holy Father, Pius 
XII, considers one the most urgent 
needs our generation: the realization 
the need for philosophy complete 
the findings Teachers ele- 
mentary schools have important part 
play the solution this problem. The 
appreciation man’s intelligence, and his 
use it, according God’s plan, 
discovering and using the secrets the 
organization the physical world, cannot 
clearly set forth without integration 
based Christian principles the philos- 
ophy science and the philosophy 
man. 


Science Important 

conclusion, therefore, clear that 
science important elementary educa- 
tion not harmless outlet for surplus 
energy, nor merely incentive 
learning read, but, more important, 
means training powers observation 
and logical habits thinking, and espe- 
cially integral part the child’s 
understanding himself and the world 
which lives. Science can incorpo- 
rated into the Catholic elementary school 
curriculum particularly happy man-. 
ner. The location science within the 
general scheme knowledge, and the 
Christian interpretation the value 
science are necessary order not leave 
science hanging the air, and make 
functioning part the child’s total 
education intelligent human being.

Well, after all this, the Bishop 
changed his mind. John was allowed 
keep on.

Answering Challenge 


Why not answer the chal- 
lenge tapping our vast potentialities 
and resources? Why not call the forces 
real Catholic Action the aid 
Catholic education? Why not give the 
plan fair trial our 
parochial schools? 

These and similar questions have for 
some time been the minds Catholic

potentialities which must needs guided 
with prudence and careful screening. Pre- 
paratory activities forming group 
recruits drawn from the ranks our 
own parishioners, rested upon the pastor’s 
recommendations personnel and up- 
the principal’s recommendations 
capacity. Msgr. Patrick Gleeson, the 
pastor, with the aid the president 
the Altar Guild, drew tentative roster. 
The president personally approached, with 
excellent results, some women possi- 
ble assistants. few those recommended 
were unable offer their services because 
family obligations, whereas, others volun- 
teered help wherever and whenever they 
could. questionnaire was sent each 
person listed, that indications might 
made regarding the number days 
per week alternate weeks, well 
the period the day that she would 
available.

And that was our next step. prepara- 
tory meeting the teacher aides 
group was held acquaint the women 
with the purpose such program, 
give history like programs throughout 
the country, and explain duties and 
procedures. These women” seemed 
realize that there can more worthy 
apostolate the Church than “to instruct 
the young unto and that “to 
assist” the instruction and education 
youth share the fruits that 


flow from these works. fact, the zeal 
these first has fired the enthusiasm 
others throughout the parish that 
new recruits were added during the first 
months the experiment. 


Parents Aides 

You may ask: How does this teacher 
aide program compare with that the 
Bay City, Mich., experiment and others 
being conducted throughout the nation? 
Criteria for teacher aide recruitment 
Bay. City, Mich., included: (1) former 
possible teacher aide; (2) the aide’s work 
would the classroom with the teacher; 
(3) aide’s salary would one half 
that teacher; (4) eight aides only 
were selected for the first year experi- 
ment. Whereas, the criteria the Christ 
the King School experiment differ that: 
(1) the roster teacher aides includes 
professional teachers, nurses, and clerical 
workers that the students may benefit 
culturally well academically from the 
services these professionally equipped 
persons; (2) the aides are trained work 
with individual pupils outside the class- 
room situation, free from classroom dis- 
tractions; (3) the aides this parochial 
school expect paid only that 
spiritual awarded those prompted 
the zeal Catholic (4) the 
aides necessarily are numbered according 
the needs the school; (5) the aides 
are drawn from the ranks the parents, 
thereby actively involving them 
vital educational process. This last point 
re-emphasizes and re-establishes the prime 
right the family educate its young.

Dealing with 
children other than one’s own, often en- 
courages better understanding the 
latter with resolve profit from the 
experience.

Parents realize full well teacher’s 
priceless gift, the imparting wisdom 
and knowledge. They realize, too, how 
utterly useless the squandering preci- 
ous teaching time upon the execution 
routine chores. They see that teacher aides 
can make definite contribution educa- 
tion. They know that, Catholic parents, 
they can effectively preserve the heritage 
Catholic culture co-operating ac- 
tively with those whom they have dele- 
gated the right teach their children. 

Through teacher aide program, parents 
become more intimately familiar with the 
educational philosophy underlying the edu- 
cational instruction their “Jimmy, Mary, 
and Tommy.” They become more aware 
just how help their own children 
attain their maximum development, spirit- 
ually, academically, physically, and socially. 
Moreover, parents become more cognizant

Attracting the Lay Teacher 

find sufficient number teachers 
staff our Catholic schools, our adminis- 
trators and faculties, well our mothers 
and fathers must co-operate long 
time and well-organized program. Thus 
attitude acceptance and appreciation for 
the lay teacher who has chosen this 
particular way dedicating her life will 
result. Then will follow the activities which 
are necessary attract young women 
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our schools, and those activities needed 
retain them. Let not Catholic school 
teaching the training ground for the 
public school with its higher salary scale. 
organized recruitment program com- 
parable those used for public school 
teachers could used advantage 
show the requirements and opportunities 
for the lay teacher. The White House 
Conference was concerned not alone with 
securing teachers, but with retaining them. 
Clubs, professional groups, labor, 
and especially lay groups have “all-out” 
participating program with full-time edu- 
cational consultants and state co-ordina- 
tors devoted the securing teachers 
for the public schools. Their techniques 
for promotion lend themselves our pro- 
gram attracting and retaining lay teach- 
ers. The newer and highly organized ap- 
proaches securing religious vocations 
could used degree. These and com- 
parable plans would assure more lay teach- 
ers for our schools and the crisis are 
facing would averted. 

Avoid the rationalization that salary 
alone the basis consideration ac- 
cepting rejecting offer teach 
Catholic school.

ference the classroom, the absence 
political intrigue, fewer meetings attend, 
and above all, the Catholic atmosphere 
where God recognized and those long- 
ings every human soul are not 
conflict. 


Welcome and Hospitality 

What are the “little” things which will 
help the lay teacher feel more part 
the school program? Many these can 
attained through the efforts the faculty 
and times with the assistance the 
mothers’ club. Where there are several 
lay teachers, these suggestions are espe- 
cially appropriate:

Appoint Sister take charge each 
lay teacher see that she has books, 
plies, and all the other things that make 
for smooth running school. This will 
help her discipline, and give her greater 
confidence. 

Plan orientation program that would 
help lay teachers when they come 
new school. Work out list regulations 
suggestions that could organized into 
bulletin. school handbook would serve 
the purpose. The same would helpful 
for young Sisters become orientated 
also. Sometimes they things different 
way different schools 
dioceses. 

Inform her diocesan regulations 
school policies regard testing, grading, 
grouping, placement subject 
safety, and those innumerable other things. 
sure she knows what would help her 
understand her obligations. 

See that she invited the mothers’ 
club and introduced these mothers. Make 
her important before parents.

Institutes and In-service Training 
Program, should provided for the lay 
teacher several times year, addition 
the regular institutes.

doubt many these activities pro- 
viding professional advancement and 
social and spiritual enrichment for the lay 
teacher are already included here and 
there. Yet all realize that much more 
could done these programs were more 
definitely organized and the lay teacher 
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assumed greater responsibility through ac- 
tive participation. 


Retention Teachers 

Several additional factors merit con- 
sideration our efforts retain qualified 
teachers. problem arises certain cases 
when Sister sent from the mother 
house and thus the lay teacher must seek 
employment elsewhere. Too often the lay 
teacher just filling gap until the next 
group novices professed. Because 
she insecure and her appointment 
temporary, she finds difficult take 
over she should. Many these pro- 
posed practices already exist. 

Placement Bureau should estab- 
lished the diocesan educational office. 
All secular teachers should 
there and regular papers filed. After the 
proper clearance, she should 
viewed the pastor and principal 
the school. When her services are 
longer needed, she should, satisfactory, 
given another school. this way 
schools needing teachers will have source 
for recruitment. The lay teacher belongs 
the diocese and not the parish. 

Security. system tenure should 
considered and plan drawn with the 
agreement and vote the lay teachers’ 
organization. Tenure should based 
the services the diocese, not the 
school. recommendation 
would required order attain this 
tenure. Blue Cross should also avail- 
able and social security most cases 
required law. Group insurance would 
provide retirement policy. doubt 
there would few interested. 

Salary Scale could drawn de- 
pending upon degree, provisional regular 
credential, and experience. Every parish 
should required follow this basic 
scale. Gifts Christmas, June, hono- 
rarium for summer, additional provisions 
for lunch, for transportation, would 
the discretion the pastor provided 
the mothers’ club. Recommendation 
the principal and active participation 
growth could decisive fac- 
tors the salary scale. The holding 
several degrees credentials should not 
enter this evaluation except the second- 
ary level. Beware the teacher who 
holds two more credentials. For some 
reason she has failed obtain employ- 
ment.

Recruitment Teachers 
But how secure these teachers 
the problem! Yet any more 
problem than the recruitment teachers 


for the public schools? Many plans suggest 

themselves. Career days high school 
play the vocation and needs the lay 
teacher they present other vocations. 
Colleges may co-operate with the high 
schools providing publicity about the 
training facilities required and available. 
The scholarships previously explained may 
included. Catholic Action means 
fulfilling the needs the Church ap- 
peals college graduates when receiving 
their degrees. This may followed the 
planned in-service training the appren- 
tice program strongly advocated for 
the public school teachers financed 
the experimental program the Ford 
Foundation. 

College graduates several years ago 
are anxious part-time substitute 
work after their children have grown and 
are school. Many these are trained 
teachers and are our richest source 
supply. One may teach for morning and 
another for afternoon. large 
classes, the slow learners may taught 
these college graduates. This plan alone 
would most helpful. Public schools are 
providing such opportunities trained 
secondary teachers order meet the 
shortage certain fields. 

Retired teachers from public schools offer 
large number potential teachers. They 
are anxious augment their income, most 
anxious, fact. The Catholic school be- 
cause its very atmosphere encourages 
this teacher seek employment there. 
They bring the fruits their rich experi- 
ence which are most helpful. Public edu- 
cators are capitalizing the services 
this group during this crisis with new plans 
for substitute teaching. 

Catholic organizations are position 
publicize the needs and possibilities avail- 
able for training and for positions. They 
can prepare brochures announcing the pro- 
grams and advantages for the lay teacher. 
These organizations can have their educa- 
tional directors and consultants point 
the needs and opportunities through their 
various publicity mediums. They may spon- 
sor radio and programs. College alum- 
nae associations, sororities, and other hono- 
rary societies should feel obligated re- 
cruit such teachers from among their ranks 
from other sources. Sororities secular 
educational circles have well-organized pro- 
grams for teacher recruitment. Catholic 
organizations must assume this responsibil- 
ity. Catholic periodicals that enter the 
homes like Jubilee, Sign, Catholic Digest, 
could prepare series the lay teacher 
have done Look, The Saturday Evening 
Post, along with other secular magazines. 
can learh much from others. 
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WHAT THE QUALITY 
CATHOLIC EDUCATION? 


One wonders whether such direct 
challenge made Dr. John Meng 
Hunter College the quality 
Catholic higher education the very 
people concerned the annual meeting 
the National Catholic Educational 
Association will find its innocuous burial 
the annual Proceedings whether 
something will done about it. After 
the strictures Msgr. John Tracy 
Ellis, the challenge was “compounded” 
they say criminal law. 

These are Dr. Meng’s words 
uttered the Convention and repeated 
diocesan newspapers: 

seriously doubt that 
work should maintained more 
than three Catholic centers 
United States, least for the present. 
But those centers ought top-flight 
every single respect. believe 
should reduce the number senior, 
four-year Catholic colleges least 
per cent, and build the remaining 


graduate 
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ones until they are the equal the 
finest institutions the nation.” 

The need something about grad- 
uate schools was stated these columns 
many years ago and has been repeated 
from time time. The only result has 
been increase the number 
graduate schools and the extension 
the scope graduate work within the 
institutions. 

The proposal reduce the senior col- 
leges per cent, and then im- 
prove the standards the remainder 
could hardly more devastating its 
implications. Unfortunately the meetings 
the college and university department 
leave little time for discussion all for 
listening. Probably committee should 
geous, face the facts, report them 
they find them, and then propose 
constructive program meet whatever 
the situation requires. 

Whoever was responsible for inviting 
the speakers this department deserves 
praise for the frank statements that 
were made. Let have more such 
comment, but let carefully docu- 
mented, followed helpful programs 


THE UNIVERSITY AND THE 
PROFESSIONS 
(University Editorial No. 


the historical development the 


university institution, its com- 
ponent elements were the faculties 
law, medicine, theology, and 
philosophy which include what 
would call today the arts and sciences. 
The head the institution, the Rector 
Magnificus, was selected annually for 
year with possibility re-election 
(recently men have served terms) and 
with the selection alternately among the 
faculties. The professional schools were 
therefore integral part the uni- 
versity, and the rotation the Rector 
among the faculties gave them large 
part administration. 

Today tend distinguish rather 
sharply between the professional schools 
and the graduate school regarding the 
graduate school the distinctive and 
characteristic part the university. 
With the increase the professions for 
which academic training required 
the postcollegiate level, the strictly uni- 
versity function the advancement 
learning would swallowed 
the more immediately pressing prac- 
tical demands the professions. This 
probably most effectively expressed 


the separate and distinct organiza- 
tion professional schools schools 
law, medical schools, schools journal- 
ism, schools commerce, schools 
education, and schools preparing for 
many the lesser social interests. 

The location professional schools 
universities help communicate the 
university spirit both the content 
the curriculum, the spirit instruc- 
tion, and the sense social and moral 
values the graduate. The problem 
the professional school the university 
was clearly stated the Pax Romana 
conclusions. No. follows: 

“The university has more direct 
insertion social life through the train- 
ing gives for the liberal 
lectual professions. The utilitarian so- 
ciety our day tends more and more 
look university education for 
technique rather than science, prac- 
tical apprenticeship rather than tech- 
nique work. The university, the 
consciousness its lofty mission, should 
the contrary give the student both 
the scientific bases and training for his 
profession and the moral judgment 
which will enable him exercise 
with full respect for human values, while 
enriching the whole with the perspec- 
tives integral culture. would seem 
desirable this regard that university 
education should remain touch with 
the problems and concrete difficulties 
professional life. The profession itself 
can only benefit from the closer con- 
tact with the efforts which must made 
within the university pursuit 

The emphasis facts and technique 
and the absence ideas professional 
training caused Robert Hutchins 
propose that the professional schools 
chased off the university campus. 
one recently has raised the issues 
sharply Hutchins the early days 
college administrator. Typical 
what was saying 1936 
Friendly Voice this “To 
instruct medical student the me- 
chanics his trade and fill him full 
stances may result competent crafts- 
man, but hardly product which 
university may proud” (p. 29). 
Similar statements are made about law, 
commerce, and divinity. Perhaps the 
divinity comment also worth quoting: 
“To turn the divinity student away 
from the great intellectual tradition 
the Church and teach him how organ- 
ize party the parish house 
neither prepare him for the ministry 
nor contribute its improvement.”

WHAT SCHOLARSHIP?

tainly was not informed and critical 
supervision. 

These thoughts are revived read 
notices the publication two books 
“academic freedom” which had ex- 
cellent pre-publication “bally-hoo.” One 
the historical work Hofstader and 
Metzger The Development Aca- 
demic Freedom the United States 
and the other Professor 
Academic Freedom Our Time.

cern ourselves and see what “scholar- 
ship” this field means. 

The Columbia University Press an- 
nouncing Professor book says 
“it will all who 
cherish freedom the mind.” are 
assured that “those artificial problems 
suspicion, ignorance, and irrational- 
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ity that plague academic freedom are 
met squarely this timely and search- 
ing volume one our foremost 
sociologists and political philosophers.” 
The book’s argument, are told, 
“comprehensive, eloquent, and persuas- 
and will protect from being 
“misled special pleading and dema- 
goguery.”

Even 
though the problem was discussed class, 
the reader cannot help benefiting from 
reading the thoughts and expression his 
fellow student. 


Benefit the School 

Articles and editorials school publi- 
cations can encourage student readers 
participate worthwhile activities and 
perform certain good acts. For instance, 
students can persuaded study more, 
pray more, more courteous, 
more charitable, and attend 
participate cultural events the com- 
munity. The more specific the proposed 
action is—such joining 
more chance the publication 
has persuading the students perform 
it. 


Kinds Publications 

School publications usually appear 
one three general classifications. These 
are the school newspaper, the school year- 
book, and the school literary magazine. 
Judging from the number being published. 
the newspaper the most popular. 
the most economical format produce and 
can printed easily the shortest period 
time. addition, affords oppor- 
tunity more students write factual 
articles and generally will find ready ac- 
ceptance with the student body. 

School activities and problems offer 
large area material reported and 
discussed. Students are somewhat familiar 
with the problems and events and are eager 
explore them more fully and write 
about them. 
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Qualities Peculiar School Paper 

Producing school newspaper calls for 
the same definition purpose and organ- 
ization staff needed any efficient pub- 
lication. Because its student staff, facul- 
supervision, and individualistic news 
sources, differs from the organization 
professional newspaper. 

Chief news sources school are the 
directors the school and its various de- 
partments. These persons have charge 
the activities the school, know what 
being planned, and will usually have the 
necessary facts details. Student leaders 
various groups are also good news 


sources and should contacted regularly. 


staff reporters. any newspaper, 
city editor must maintain datebook 
and prepare the assignment sheet for 
reporters. 


The Yearbook 

The school yearbook primarily his- 
torical record one year the life 
the school. The book should portray the 
organization and purpose the school 
through report its activities the 
past year. selecting theme that sig- 
nifies some ideal the school some 
basic truth that the school teaches, the 
book can deepen the knowledge its staff 
and readers. good theme also helps 
give the book distinctive unity and 
purpose. 

Pictures taken during the year, showing 
the various students engaged typical 
unusual activities are often used tell 
the year’s story vivid and impressive 
fashion. Use extensive copy explain 
the year’s activities affords opportunity 
train the staff written composition. 


The Literary Magazine 

The literary magazine usually dedi- 
cated the encouragement creative 
writing among the students. providing 
outlet for the poetry, short stories, and 
literary essays written the students, 
such publication serves stimulate the 
development artistic and creative skills. 
This proper function the formal 
classes and publication the school. 

The great problem publication 
this sort the difficulty finding and 
enough creative material worthy 
publication. Unless school offers spe- 
courses literary creative writing, 
usually unwise have special pub- 
ication devoted literary writing. Us- 
ually page supplement the newspaper, 
occasional supplementary literary 
section, sufficient stimulate creative 
writing, the same time limiting publica- 
tion only the better work. 
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Combined Publications 

While school publications can divided 
into these three distinct formats, combina- 
tions two all three are possible. 
magazine, for instance, could issued 
monthly which section would de- 
voted reports and discussions 
school events and problems, while another 
section would devoted creative writ- 
ing. The last issue the year could 
summary and review the past school 
year, thus serving the purpose year- 
book. 

Each school usually works out its own 
publications fit its particular school aims, 
student enrollment, and financial resources. 


When properly planned and directed, these 
school publications can make the work 
the classroom more interesting and help 
the formal training and development 
the students. 

Because these publications are produced 
students who are the process 
learning, and because the publications are 
the final responsibility the schools spon- 
soring them, faculty direction desirable 
and necessary. The faculty adviser has the 
responsibilities teaching the staff mem- 
bers through their work the publication 
and seeing that the publication prop- 
erly directed toward the specific aims 
the school sponsoring it.

The children are first taught make 
the complete alphabet one half inch 
squared paper. The letters are five blocks 
down, four across. Nearly ever teacher 
familiar with this set letters. 

the next art period each pupil 
given piece one fourth inch squared 
paper, six eight inches. Each child 
makes all-over design his initials, 
one next the other. For instance, the 
first line, say his initials were A., 
would draw CA, CA, etc., without skip- 
ping any blocks. the next line would 
have AC, AC, etc. 

one desires may have the 
pupils make three rows initials alter- 
nating suggested, leaving upper and 
lower margin four rows blocks. 

After the entire paper covered with 
initials pupil assigned number the 
analogous colors; for example, the first 
one will take yellow-orange, yellow, and 
yellow-green, group one. The next child 
will take yellow, yellow-green, and green, 
group two, and until the twelve 
color combinations are used. 

The first initial colored with yellow- 
orange crayola, the second with yellow- 
green and the spaces between letters, and 
the letters are colored with the middle 
color his group colors. Each child 
follows the same order his group 
colors. 

After all designs have been completed 
they are posted bulletin board 
circle, the order that they come 
color chart. the center the circle 
all-over design initials colored 
the neutral colors black, white, and 
gray. The whole makes very attractive 
analogous color chart. 
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Yes, not only does little curly-headed 
Julie love the study phonics, but 
her teacher, love also. real purpose 
writing this article try share 
with others the joy and pleasure that 
experience with little ones the class- 
room during this period the day. 
aware that the pleasure mine “to cherish 
and hold” but the real reward see 
those little minds unafraid meet 
words and explore new words through 
the use phonetic knowledge. 

was cheery, sunny day mid-

previously used that grade was Phonics 
Use. This book did not sate yearn- 
ing for teaching it. years went be- 
gan establish own outline phonics. 
This outline have compiled from the 
needs youngsters and the lessons 
outlined their reading lessons. only 
this past summer that met man who 
stressed the exact 
phonics that floundering, had 
discovered. proved another incentive 
me. 

Phonics has become vital and living 
part our classroom day. are ever 
aware it. shall mention few 
the many ways which have fun 
with our different classes. 


Phonic Games 

use incentive for dressing 
rapidly and thus avoid wasting time after 
the first bell has rung for dismissal. 
suggest that they try think all the 
words that have the sound them, 
for example. They will thinking them 
they for their wraps. After wraps 
are adjusted and the children are at- 
tention, the game begun. Little hands 
that signal knowledge are permitted 
and write their word down the board. 
They also spell the word themselves. 
Who doesn’t like the blackboard! 
For the sake variation, when are 
already standing line waiting for the 
second bell ring, start them out with 
spy word that begins with the 
blend.” The guesser then permitted 
guess one his own. How time seems 
fly and oh, how hate hear that “old 
bell!” Often rainy days when must 
stay for recess spice the time 
with some phonetic game. Going for 
drink recess little minds are busy think- 
ing some assigned rule phonics 
used later for race seatwork 
activity. 


would like cite this example. For 
art class one Friday decided make 
paper kites for the month March. Wall- 
paper furnished the material for our kite 
with tail different colored paper. 
the front the kite was printed large 
manuscript letters different blend word 
ending. After school decorated our 
classroom with these kites. That was not 
the end our kites. no, they were 
going fly, really during March and 
was going very windy month 
our room. Each day the pupils were per- 
mitted and happy choose kite for the 
day. Then each child was find make 
many words that began with the 
blend that could his effort discover. 
the end the day the winner was an- 
nounced and made happy with little prize. 
was pleasing see how they all with- 
out exception applied themselves. noon 
they were already making comparisons. The 
competition was good see, not men- 
tion how much discipline was accomplished 
and how much happier were when 
all went home for the day. 


Speliing Fun 

All this fun and enjoyment was only 
proving the foundation success 
reading and spelling classes. Spelling proved 
more than fun. proved trip 
through the hospital, the operating 
room, solving mystery little detectives, 
being the mechanic automobile.

Michael 
overheard and soon blurted out, “eat, 
peat, repeat, repeated.” Triumphant his 
conquest sat down among his smiling 
group mates. Another victory was won. 

The first group reading second 
grade consisted excellent readers but 
they were not always so. first their 
reading was the expressionless word for 
word type. This bothered very much. 

had been told that there was 
phonics class this special school. 
not have definite period but bring 
during word drills reading and 
spelling. did. 

June not only the first group, but 
the second and third groups did very well 
their basic reading tests and were read- 
ing fluently and well. Once tried this ex- 
periment. One group was then about two 
units away from the end the book. 
knew there were about new words 
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those two units but also knew and felt 
confident that youngsters could meet 
them unafraid. administered the test 
that was given the completion 
the said book. Great was surprise 
find that all but one came out very high 
their scores; the odd one came out high. 
The reason? Almost three pages the 
seven page test treated with the phonetic 
rules. Now knew the reason. They were 
accustomed doing just that sort thing 
phonics class. Again heard, “Miss 
Grace, was fun.” Another half hour 
work made into fun. 

During the past summer sixth grade 
boy was brought for tutoring. His 
mother informed that was not re- 
tarded his class but she thought best 
have some extra help given him 
could cope with the coming grade ma- 
terial. David did not like read orally. 
listened him read and discovered 
his real error. was lacking his phonetic 
foundation. was afraid attack new 
words. His spelling was also poor. 
divided his hour the day into spelling, 
phonics, and reading. David became inter- 
ested phonics and after three weeks 


himself admitted his mother. “Mother, 
know I’m improving.” test his 
prehension the material always give 
him the hardest words his lesson 
spell. rarely makes mistake. His at- 
titude also has changed. Mother and Dad 
are pleased; David happy, and most 
all his teacher proud him. 

Aware the universal controversy over 
this technique learning, just wish 
state that very much happiness 
the teaching profession has come from 
this little branch knowledge, phonics. 
myself, have loved and have seen its 
marvelous results. have seen poor read- 
ers grow under its influence into good 
readers and good readers transform into 
excellent readers. phonics the key 
school year. must teach them the 
phonetic rules, teach them love its very 
fascinating power, and let serve our 
pupils new and happier 
world contented achievement. Thus 
shall have not only readers who are 
good but shall have children who love 
read.

The Problem 

offices and complete facilities for eight 
grades. 

temporary chapel seat least 
400 persons, planned for future easy con- 
version into four full size classrooms. 

multi-purpose room which would 
serve cafeteria, regulation junior 
basketball court, and parish hall. 

complete, self-contained convent for 
more Sisters. 

The property site approximately 
400 1200 feet with the length north 
and south, with only one improved street 
(on the south end). 


Solution 
The long narrow site having 
desirable outlook the west, undeveloped 
land the east (proposed privately 
developed residential area), and limited 
access the street the south, dictated 
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that the preferred frontage the project 
should the east. Consequently, 
new concrete street (Sarto Drive) was 
laid the east boundary; this provided 
normal access the parish property and 
highway for the future residence area 
the east. 


The buildings were located about mid- 
way the 1200-foot length the property, 
leaving the south end for the proposed 
future church and rectory and the north 
end for the necessary football field for 
the school.

The Convent 

The covered walk which now leads from 
the convent the chapel, will, when the 
present chapel shall have been converted 
classrooms, lead directly into the class- 
room corridor. The convent centrally 
located the master plan. The Sisters 
have garden retreat behind their covered 
walk. The convent building has two stories 
and basement providing complete 
comfortable home for the Sisters. 


Special Conveniences 

Anticipating unpredictable growth the 
parish, sliding doors have been installed 
the wall separating the chapel from 
the multi-purpose room that over- 
flow from the chapel can accommodated 
this room. 

equipped 
kitchen adjacent the multi-purpose 
room, and because the multiple use 
this room extra large storage space 
provided for tables, chairs, and other 
equipment. 

The main lobby unusually large 
provide congregating space for church 
attendance and parish functions. This lobby 
may utilized also extra group in- 
struction space. 


After the parish church erected, this temporary chapel will

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The Classrooms 

Each classroom has exterior door 
leading the playground. This feature 
aids the teacher supervising her own 
class, reduces congestion and mainte- 
nance corridors, and has value for 
safety. 

Because the suburban location 
the school, per cent the pupils 
arrive and leave bus. Hence there 
large covered bus driveway the east 
end the classroom wing; this reduces 
the traffic hazard for all the children, espe- 
cially for pedestrians who will use the 
main lobby entrances. 

The aluminum window walls the 
classrooms and chapel, the first such ap- 
plication schools the city, provide 
“functional environment” touch sought 
modern school planning. Note the lower- 
than-eye-line sill bring the exterior en- 
vironment into the building.

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studied carefully provide desirable 
environment. 


Structure and Materials 

This building was erected about four 
months, almost unprecedented sched- 
ule for such construction. The architects 
attribute considerable part this achieve- 
ment the choice materials and 
methods construction. One outstanding 
example this was the selection the 
Rapidex system roof construction, pro- 
viding “one operation” erection the 
roof and ceilings the building. The 
Rapidex prefabricated slabs are transferred 
from the delivery truck the roof 
crane. this case, 17,000 square feet 
this material was actually installed 
hours—leaving only the application 
the built-up roofing above and the 
painting the ceilings below. 

Construction the buildings was started 
May 1955, and they were occupied 
September 19, 1955. The cost the

entire school building was $207,325, that 
is, $9.73 per square foot and cents 
per cubic foot. The convent building cost 
$51,880 $11.66 per square foot and $1.30 
per cubic foot. 

The exterior the building finished 
buff face brick with Indiana limestone 
trim. interior walls will found vari- 
ous treatments: paint over blocks, metal 
lath and plaster, face brick, oak paneling, 
and ceramic tile. Part the Rapidex ceil- 
ing painted and part treated with 
acoustical plaster. Floors are covered with 
asphalt tile. Windows have aluminum sash. 
Floors are concrete gravel fill with 
proper insulation. Chalk boards are blue 
glass and tack boards cork, 

Heating and ventilating includes: oil- 
fired, forced air conditioner with individual 
space control. Artificial lighting mostly 
incandescent with part fluorescent. The 
building wired for program clock 
system, fire alarm with test panel, and 
signal call and amplification system. 
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Issues surrounding the legal liability 
charitable institutions constitute some 
the most difficult problems the whole 
area public liability insurance. Tra- 
ditionally, have 
always enjoyed absolute immunity from 
legal liability cases involving public 
liability. Recent court decisions tend 
modify the total immunity concept. While 
court decisions vary from state state. 
there exists today pronounced trend 
toward allowing recovery from charitable 
institutions. 

applied, consistent with existing 
laws, for the benefit indefinite num- 
ber persons, either bringing their 
hearts under the influence education 
religion, relieving their bodies from 
disease, suffering, constraint, assist- 
ing them establish themselves for life, 
erecting maintaining public 
buildings works otherwise lessening 
the burdens government. 

Thus, charitable institutions cover 
large number agencies asylums, 
churches, hospitals, orphanages, and schools. 
The school considered among the key 
examples charitable institutions, whether 
central parish unit, boarding 
day school, tuition free tuition 
paid, elementary, secondary, collegiate 
institution. The large number private 
elementary, secondary, and collegiate edu- 
cational units with vast enrollments makes 
the attitude the courts regarding the 
legal responsibilities the eleemosynary 
institution major concern every pri- 
vate school administrator. 


There May Liability 

The doctrine absolute immunity arose 
fram the belief that, since charitable in- 
stitutions were operated funds donated 
for the specific needs the charity, 
dispense these funds for any other pur- 
pose other than those needs the charity 
its beneficiaries, would constitute vio- 
lation sacred trust. Resting this 
concept, the doctrine total immunity 
prevailed unchallenged for many years. 
The courts today evidence tendency 
shift qualify the absolute immunity 
theory.

Illinois case, Moore Moyle 
involving student suing two instructors 
and private college recover for bodily 
injury sustained during physical education 
class, has practical importance for the pri- 
vate school administrator. 

The plaintiff, Agnes Moore, was 
student enrolled Bradley Polytechnic 
Institute (now Bradley University, Peoria, 
Ill.) and the individual defendants were 
instructors physical education Brad- 
ley. May 1940, while the appellant 
was practicing trapeze purchased 
Bradley used college circus, 
the trapeze collapsed; Miss Moore fell 
some feet hardwood floor. suffering 
injuries result. 

The Circuit Court Peoria County 
rendered judgment dismissing the suit 
against Bradley; the plaintiff appealed 
the Illinois Supreme Court. The Supreme 
Court held that trust funds charitable 
corporation are immune from liability for 
torts the corporation’s employees and 
agents, but that tort action will lie 
against charitable institution where 
appears that trust funds will not im- 
paired depleted prosecution the 
complaint. 

The opinion offered suggested that 
exemption and protection afforded char- 
itable institution tort actions not 
immunity from suit non-liability for 
tort, but the protection actually given 
the trust funds themselves.” This 
opinion has been substantiated other 
decisions, i.e., McLeod St. Thomas Hos- 
pital, Tennessee case, and St. Mary’s 
Academy Sisters Loretto City 
Denver Solomon, Colorado 

The entire controversy regarding immu- 
nity revolves around the decision rendered 


N.E. 2nd 81, Ill. (1950). 


the case Parks Northwestern Uni- 
where was held that the doc- 
trine respondeat superior does not 
extend charitable institutions for the 
reasons (1) that the liability were ad- 
mitted, the trust funds might wholly 
destroyed diverted from the purpose for 
which they were donated, thus thwarting 
the donor’s intent the result negli- 
gence for which was way respon- 
sible, and (2) that since 
cannot divert the funds their direct 
act from the purposes for which they were 
donated, such funds cannot indirectly 
diverted the tortious negligent acts 
the managers the funds, their agents, 
employees. 

Illinois among the states which here- 
tofore granted unqualified immunity. 
analysis the decisions rendered 
reveal that, where the plaintiffs have sought 
unqualified recovery tort against 
charitable corporation, the courts have uni- 
formly followed the doctrine the Parks 
case. However, where appears from the 
pleading that the charitable corporation 
covered its liability insurance, the 
appellate courts have differed their con- 
clusions the extent exemption. 


Did Not Claim Immunity 

the case Wendt Servite 
where the defendant charity was covered 
liability insurance the court held that 
the immunity granted Parks North- 
western University was not absolute, that 
the defense could waived 
where there was liability insurance from 
which the tort could collected without 
impairing the trust funds the charity, 
the defense immunity was not available. 

this case, John Wendt, aged five, 
suffered injuries fall from the un- 
guarded roof wooden ticket office 
used part St. Philip Stadium. The 
Wendts sued for damages predicated 
the theory that the roof constituted 
attractive nuisance which John and his 
youthful companions had access from the 
adjoining bleacher steps and the defend- 
ant’s negligence maintaining the struc- 
ture “rotten, unsafe, unsecured, and

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dilapidated condition.” Defendant, the 
Servite Fathers who conduct St. Philip 
High School Chicago, answered averring 
that the stadium and the buildings the 
premises did not constitute attractive 
nuisance, denying negligence, and pleading 
immunity eleemosynary institution. 

protect those who might injured 
through negligence the school, that 
its agents employees, the Servite 
Fathers had taken out liability insurance 
policy which expressly stipulated that the 
insurance company (either adjusting 
claims the defense suits against 
the insured) should not interpose the de- 
fense immunity unless requested the 
insured so. The Servite Fathers 
did not request immunity and evidence 
could produced show that they desired 
seek refuge under the immunity pro- 
vision. The courts found the attitude and 
position the Servite Fathers 
able” and evidently conformity with the 
policy the Catholic Bishop Chicago 
who stipulated with insurance companies 
when defending local Catholic charities not 
interpose the defense immunity, even 
where immunity would valid 
The immunity doctrine was thus waived. 
Since the immunity doctrine was devised 
for the benefit the charitable organiza- 
tion corporation, within their prov- 
ince waive the immunity they wish. 


There May Moral Obligation 

The reason that charitable institution 
would waive immunity identical with the 
reason that many charitable institutions 
the present time have carried public 
liability insurance. Many charitable, non- 
profit corporations hold the belief that, 
while they may not legally liable, there 
may arise moral obligation make resti- 
tution anyone negligently injured. Since 
the purpose liability insurance 
protect the insured against financial loss 
reason the liability imposed upon him 
law because bodily injury and damage 
property which result from accident 
for which the insured held responsible, 
many charitable institutions feel that cases 
will certainly arise where they may de- 
void legal responsibility but have moral 
obligation compensate the injured. 
protect against their financial loss such 
cases, these charitable institutions have 
secured public liability policies. The im- 
portance attached this moral obligation 
Catholic administrators accounts 
great extent for the widespread public lia- 
bility coverage among Catholic institutions. 

After exhaustive review the de- 
velopments the doctrine immunity

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the courts found that immunity does not 
extend the proceeds the insurance 
policy and affirmed judgments against char- 
itable organizations where appears evi- 
dent that the judgments would not impair 
diminish the trust funds the charity. 

The trend toward holding the charity 
some degree not totally liable 
influenced increased public liability in- 
surance the part such institutions 
and also the evidence that charities 
today are not the small organizations that 
many were when the doctrine was originally 
advanced. 


Degrees Liability 

One concept about liability insurance has 
evolved that quite common and yet very 
much error. The insurance applies only 
situations where the insured found 
responsible. The legal liability 
charitable institution can mitigated 
several conditions: (a) contributory negli- 
gence, i.e., negligence the part the 
other party; (b) comparative negligence, 
attempt measure the negligence 
each party involved, and (c) the doctrine 
the last clear chance. The “doctrine 
the last clear means that the plain- 
tiff, even though responsible for plac- 
ing himself position peril through 
his own negligence, has cause for action 
from the defendant, the latter failed 
take advantage last clear chance 
avoid the 

Pierre Dominique presents clear 
summary the liability charities for 

“Liability pertaining charities can 
grouped into three categories: the non- 
liability cases, the partial liability cases, 
and the total liability cases. The first 
these, the non-liability cases make charity 
immune from liability for all negligent torts 
its agents and servants. This based 
the trust fund," the beneficiary,” and 
the public policy and the theory 
that respondeat does not apply 
charities. The second, the total liability 
holds charitable institution the same 
standard care any business indi- 
vidual. The third type, the partial liability 
cases, hold charity various standards 
and regulations, such being liable only

eIt is against public policy to allow a person to 
take money from an institution that has been or- 
ganized for the benefit of society. 

theory rests the notion that institutions 
do not derive a profit from the acts of agents and/or 
servants, hence it does not have responsibility for them. 


for the selection its employees and 
agents, for negligence servants, but 
not for its doctors nurses, and for 
negligence towards paying recipients and 
strangers.” 

What has been suggested here the 
examination court findings one state 
(Illinois) has widespread application. These 
decisions are major factors influencing the 
decision courts other states; ex- 
amination the frequency with which 
these cases have been cited subsequent 
decisions, both Illinois and elsewhere, 
indicate the importance this shifting 
trend. Similar situations and court attitudes 
prevail Delaware, Iowa, Oregon, and 
Vermont decisions recently rendered. 

All cases tend confirm the conviction 
that, since school cannot anticipate the 
possible changes court positions their 
state, protection through 
insurance appears the only solution the 
problem. 


Transportation Insurance 

The automobile liability hazard the 
greatest the liability exposures mod- 
ern society. Practically all automobiles used 
business and large number indi- 
vidual cars are covered liability insur- 
ance. The charitable institution, especially 
the school, that may use one fleet 
cars for official business should verify 
the amount and provision coverage for 
these vehicles. 

Coverage for the school bus prime 
concern the administrator. Dr. Harold 
Punke, professor education Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute, author 
series articles “Care, Injury, and 
Tort Liability Pupil 
appearing the American School Board 
Journal, companion the 
SCHOOL JOURNAL, both being published 
The Bruce Publishing Company. 

this series, Dr. Punke has considered:

Basic school bus coverage pertains 
bodily injury liability, property damage 
liability, and medical payments coverage. 
additional protection for loss the 
school bus itself can provided com- 
prehensive coverage; this insurance covers 
exposure due fire, lightning, theft, wind- 
storm, hail, earthquakes explosions, and 
vandalism. Collision and upset insurance 
must purchased extra and can ar- 
ranged with various deductibles. The $100 
deductible appears the most common 
practice. 


Accidents School Grounds 


From the viewpoint the school ad- 
ministrator, the majority public liability 
cases will arise from injuries incurred 
students. Accidents can occur the cafe- 
teria, classrooms, corridors, washrooms, 
the school playgrounds, the gym- 
nasium, especially during physical educa- 
tion classes. Athletics, intermural and inter- 


scholastic contests and practice sessions, 
account for substantial number an- 
nual school accidents. Football injuries 
constitute high percentage the athletic 
injuries. 

While statistics are not available de- 
termine the number and variety bodily 
injuries the extent property damage 
sustained the general public through 
school and school related situations, 
study has recently been completed the 
Missouri State Teachers Association 
student Gordon Renfrow, direc- 
tor field services, Missouri State Teach- 
ers Association, compiled summary 
injuries for 100,000 insured Missouri school 
children (grade one through twelve, in- 
cluding football) for The results 
showed 2053 elementary school injuries 
and 3182 high school injuries, for total 
5235. This ratio one injury 
for every students. Renfrow comments: 

“One might think that the larger the 
student the more the accident. 
This true lot cases, but not 
always. example, there were 234 
lower arm fractures, both bones. this

number 122 were elementary and 112 were 
high school. Little children play just 
hard for their size and weight does 
football 

table summarizing the injuries for the 
100,000 insured Missouri school children 
with elementary and high school break- 
downs, frequency accidents per 100,000, 
and the data related the 700,000 students 
enrolled Missouri schools during 1953-54 
presented here for the valuable considera- 
tions that presents. The situation should 
not vary greatly from state state, nor 
should the data vary between private and 
public schools. 

Studies this nature demonstrate the 
necessity and validity school accident 
student activity insurance. Private school 
administrators must likewise realize the 
necessity for similar public liability cover- 
age protect against legal and/or moral 
obligations arising from our responsibility 
for student health and welfare. The public 
relations aspect pupil insurance should 
not overlooked. The automatic handling

PAROCHIAL SCHOOL ZONE 


The Supreme Court California Novem- 
ber, 1955, decided interesting case concern- 
ing the location parochial schools zoned 
city areas. The case arose the city Pied- 
mont which set aside 98.7 per cent the total 
city area zone which school buildings 
might erected except public elementary and 
secondary schools. The Corpus Christi Catholic 
parish which owned property the area asked 
for permit erect elementary school 
building and, when this was denied, brought 
suit against the city compel the issuance 
the permit. There were, the time, the area 
four public schools. 

its defense the city held that there was 
ample space other zones the city for 
private school buildings. parochical school 
would increase difficulties traffic control, 
noise, fire protection, burden the water and 
sewer mains because the parochial school would 
bring into Piedmont children from the adjoin- 
ing city Oakland. was held further that 
the zoning ordinance was reasonable exercise 
power view the essential residential 
character the community. The city depended 
strongly case Wauwatosa, Wisconsin, 
which Lutheran high school was denied 
the permit erect school zoned area. 

The Catholic Welfare Corporation, repre- 
senting the parish argued simply that the or- 
dinance was unconstitutional and the court 
vote four three supported this fact. 
The court held that the Catholic children had 
right education schools their own 
choice. The zoning ordinance violated the “due 
process” clause the Constitution and the 
“equal protection” clause. 

The decision this case does not extend 
all types private schools but only paro- 
chial schools.

Education must based 
the fact that man has fallen nature be- 
cause original sin and that nature must 
lifted life moral responsibility 
through the sacramental life grace. 


Summary the Final Reports 


Topic “What the First Purpose 
Our Catholic Schools?” the answer was clearly 
and firmly stated each the groups but 
different language. substance they all 
said that the first purpose our Catholic 
schools develop, with the co-operation 
the parents and the Church, the true and 
finished man character —“the supernatural 
man who thinks, judges, and acts constantly 
and consistently accord with right reason, 
illuminated supernatural light 
example and teaching Jesus Christ.” 
considering “How does the home co-operate 
with our schools?” the groups recognized that 
the parents are the first educators whom 
are vested the rights and obligations necessary 
for the education their children. Conse- 
quently, the teachers, acting their classrooms 
place the parents, are entitled honor, 
respect, and obedience from their students. 
The educational process must start and con- 
tinue home regular supervised study 
hours. addition, home there must 
the inculcation the same spiritual values 
which are the fiber and inspiration every 
Catholic school. achieve this, co-operation 
and unity between home and school, regular 
parent-teacher conferences, published policies 
the school, continued co-operation among 


the pastor, the Sisters, and the parents, were 
the suggested means. 

few interesting answers and many inter- 
esting views were deveioped Topic II, “To 
What Extent Does the Catholic Grad2 and High 
School Have Obligation for the Pupil’s So- 
cial and Physical There 
doubt that the groups made clear that the 
elementary age not proper time for dating. 
was equally well agreed, keeping with 
the first purpose our Catholic schools, that 
the schcol must assume some obligation for the 
student’s physical and social development but 
never primary The home has 
responsibility these fields. considering the 
restrictions which might imposed upon the 
social life high school students, the need for 
co-operation between school and parents was 
again emphasized. Parents must not only co- 
operate with the school chaperoning suit- 
able social activities, but must also help 
plan them. Two factors were recognized 
the discussion groups: (1) the physical and 
social programs sponsored the school are, 
and must be, under the administration the 
school; and (2) because large numbers 
students take part such programs, rules and 
regulations should enforceable and rigid 
enough safeguard the group whole. 

With competitive interest, there was much 
discussion about the sports program its 
many aspects. Only one note was made clear 
from all reports: sports program broad 
enough include all the students neces- 
sary every school. 

“What the Obligation Our Catholic 
Schools for Character Formation?” was Topic 
III. The groups all recognized that fathers and 
mothers must co-operate with the schools, pas- 
tors, and other parents, even before their child 
has ever attended school. Instruction and ex- 
ample the home the child’s 
character.

Principles Co-operation 


Rev. John Courtney Murray, S.J., Wood- 
stock College, stated concisely: “The Prin- 
ciples Co-operation Between Catholic and 
other Schools.” His paper clarified the prin- 
ciples which should govern the question 
public aid schools maintained the 
churches. made clear that the prevailing 
refusal extend any such aid violation 
distributive justice. While, like race segre- 
gation, the existing practice was never justi- 
fied moral grounds, there were past times 
some sociological arguments which served 
plausible excuse; but these arguments now 
are obsolete. “The principle distributive 
justice would require that proportionately 
just measure public support should 
available such schools serve the public 
cause popular education, whether these 
schools specifically religious their affilia- 
tion and orientation, not.” 


Partnership 


Rt. Rev. Frederick Hochwalt, secretary 
general the N.C.E.A., discussed, “The 
Partnership the Independent and Public 
Schools the Future America.” noted 
general practice co-operation among edu- 
cators colleges and universities evidenced 
sharing and rotating administrative posi- 
tions educational associations, exchanging 
information derived from research, etc. The 
same spirit evident somewhat less ex- 
tent the secondary field. But, the ele- 
mentary level, Msgr. Hochwalt said that the 
relationship “calls for the wisdom 
Solomon.” Although there generally spirit 
co-operation public health and safety 
activities, the Red Cross, the Community 
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Chest, and many other activities, “as far 
classroom teachers and local school admin- 
istrators are concerned, the two systems 
not completely understand each other and 
apparently neither side has taken any signifi- 
cant leadership offering remedy for the 
situation.”

Glenn McConagha Muskingum Col-

Philosophies 


Three general theories the state were 
defined Rev. George Klubertanz, S.J., 
St. Louis University his address “The 
Philosophy the Independent School.” Fa- 
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ther Klubertanz explained the effects these 
three theories, the totalitarian, the individual- 
istic, and the natural-law limited theory, 
have the independent school. said, “On 
totalitarian view, independent schools may 
allowed practically the ‘lesser two 
but they can never thought good, 
and they may destroyed stroke 
soon the authorities think they can suc- 
cessfully abolish them.” discussing the in- 
dividualistic view, said single school 
system will the ideal individualistic 
theory the state, and this school system 
will administered the central authority, 
otherwise unified set ideas will not 
possessed all the citizens.” 

“Both individualism and totalitarianism,” Fa- 
ther Klubertanz went on, “are very simple 
theories, based narrow view man and 
the state. The harsh consequences which 
they logically lead should inspire men look 
principles which any theory the state 
ought founded: that is, realistically 
adequate view man. The realistic argument 
for the existence and nature civil society 
can summarized follows: All communities 
exist bring about social goods; the state 
exists bring into being the all-embracing 
ends securing law and order and the insti- 
tutions which will serve everyone for the 
realization these ends.” 


Current Issues 


The subject “Current Issues Facing the 
Independent Schools” was developed Sister
